It 
had been their intention to sail 
from San Francisco for home on the 3rd of 
March, but within tho past few days they 
have changed their minda, Tho coming to 
the United States of tho Princess Kaiulani, 
in company with Mr. T. H. Davies, who 
has been supervising her education in 
Kngland, ia variously commented upon. 
It is reported that Mr. Duviea, 
acting on behalf ot tlii^ I'nnce.'tai 
I)ro[Uiaed to .Minister Lincoln iu i-ondon to 
accept a protectorati: uii the part of the 
United Ktutea for the I'rinces.s, (,!iicen Liliuo- 
Ualani's claims to the throne lo bo if^uoreil 
in case the jjropo.iition was accepted. 'J'o 
.Mr. Motl Smith, the Hawaiian Minister in 
Waal'.ington, it is said Mr. Davies made a 
aimilar proposition, although somewliat 
more extemled. Tliia was, it is said, that 
the United States should establish tlie 
I'rinceaa on the throms of Hawaii under a 
protectorate and a regency for a term of 
three yeura, at the expiration of that 
I)erloil a now arrangement to he 
made for tho government of tho Islands 
satisfactory to the United States. Mr. 
D.kvies suggested that S. B. Dole, the presi- 
dent of tho present provisional government 
of Hawaii, should be the regent under 
the arrangement that he suggested. 
It is said that the aiotion of Mr. 
Davies in bringing the Princess to 
the United States wasv talcen against 
tlio counsel of her friends both in this 
country and in Honolulu, fiut Mr. Davies, 
iu comtt)unioationB upon the subject, has ex- 
pressed his opinion that . .a visit to l^e 
United States by the PrineesB could not fail 
ot resulting in benefit to be^pause.

ITALIAN SCANDAL. 

The CliiirKPs Ajriilnst .Slsrnor Glollttl DlseuBsed 
In the Chaiulier- .Motion to lures- 
ticiite Ucjectcd. 

Ro.MK, Feb. '23. — Signer Agnimi, socialist 
deputy, spoke at length in tho chamber 
to-day concerning ex-Premior Crispi'a 
charge, that Signer Oiolitti, when Minister 

of Finance in 1880, had expressed tho be- 
lief that tlio Pank of lioiiic was conducted 
diahoiu'stly. Statements had been made 
L'enerally, he said, that compromised several 
I'rcniiera and their cabinets, and 
the only honorable way of repu{li- 
ating such charge, was through a search- 
ing and impartial parliamentiiry invcati- 
gatinri. To this course only thnao havin,- 
soniething lo conceal could object. Ho 
would move, therefore, that a committee of 
seven depuliea bo appointed to examine and 
report on tho relations of recent ministriea 
to tho banks of issue, Hx-Premier Criapi 
was received with cheers and applauded 
when ho roao to support Signer Agninii'a 
motion. The gravest imputations had been 
made ngainat the honor of men who 
had held or were liolding tho 
highest ollices of state. The men 
occupying auch a positions of trust and honor 
should be above suspicion, certainly above 
listening calmly to the moat blackening 
accusations. For his part he repeated that 
he had nothing to conceal and courted in- 
vestigation. Delay meant only that the 
guilty would be escaping the merited 
punishment of their misdeeds, while the 
innocent would be kept under a oloud of un- 
just suspicion. To prevent the continuance 
of this injustice he would appeal 
tho Chamber to opprove the 
motion. Tlie Marchese di Rndini 
also spoko in favor of an immediate 
iiiveatigation. Amid much confusion Pre- 
mier (liolitti repeated his fornu^r urgumerits 
for del.iy. The courts of the country, he 
aiiiil, suHiced for tl;o work of invesligalion 
and ininiahrnent. The Chamber would do 
beat by |in.s; [loning the discuiision of the 
hank troubles, aa well as all uclieu looking 
towards a parliamentary investigation for 
throe moniha. Signor Agninii'a motion was 
then rejected by a vote of 197 to 92.

LoNDO.v, Fob. 23 — Mr. Herbert Asijuitli, 
tho Homo Secretary, introduced in the 
House of Commons to-day, a hill suspeiul- 
ing tho creation of now interests iu churches 
in Wales. The measure is tho first practi- 
cal move in the direction of tho disondow- 
ment and disestabliahmcnt of the cliurchea 
iu Wales, to which the Liberal party is dis- 
tinctly pledged. Mr. As(|uith in his speech 
introducing the bill said that the member- 
ship of the eslabliahcd church in 
Wales had increased hardly ono- 
foiirth that of the population. The 
i|iiestion of disestablishment, be added, 
w.is in the main Welsh. The decision of 
the people given at the last general election 
liad distinctly shown this fact. Out of ;M 
iiieinbors of the House of Coinoions who 
repreaent the Welsh Porliameniary dis- 
tricts, 31 bad been returned pleilgod to sup- 
port meaaurps to disestablish tiie Church. 
This statement was greeted with cheers. 

Sir John Coral, tinancial secretary to the 
treasury in the last Salisbury caljinet, ad- 
vocated the rejection of the bill iiresented 
by Mr. Asquitli. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, in supporting 
tho motion, charged Mr. CJladalono with 
having abandoned all his former principles 
so as to secure votes favorable to his scan- 
dalous Irish policy. 

Mr. Cladslone, rising at 1 1 :.'iO o'clock, 
eongratnlaliid I-ord Kandolph upon his still 
imagining his opposition to the bill to be ii 
cover for a general attack upon the (lov- 
crnmcnl, at an hour when a proper defence 
was out of the (lueslion. 'The Covemment, 
however, would not refuse the cliallengo. 
Tliey were redeeming their pledges to tho 
country whilst the noble Lord waa trying to 
play Welsh diaeatabliahmeut against Home 
Rule and Homo liulo against Welsh dis- 
establishment. Mr. (Iladatone then ana- 
lysed I^nrd Hundolpb's objectiims, which ho 
pronounced (juile illusory. Ho admitted 
that the bill in question was o. diseatablish- 
meiit bill. It was demanded, he said, 
alike by a policy of justice and the voice of 
tho Welsh people. 

Sir .John Goist's motion was rejected 
oveutually by a vote of 301 to 245, and the 
bill passed the first reading. 

Mr. W. B. Boaoh, Conservative monilier 
for East Hampshire, diicctcd attention to 
the fact that the bill had been passed witli 
the assistance of the Irish votes.

Pai.ek.mo, Feb. 23.— The Italian Govern- 
ment ia pushing aa vigorously as possible 
ita warfare againat the Sicilian bandila. 
To-day eleven briganda were convicted be- 
fore tho Assiz'-i court at Caltaniselta, 
twenty-eight miles northeast of Oirgenti, 
and all of them were sentenced to penal 
servitude for life. Tho crime for which 
these men were arrested was moat atrocious, 
although it has had many parallels iu Sicily. 
In Augual hist Ihoy captured a wealthy 
landowner named Billotle and doinanilcd 
for his ransom five hundred thousand lire. 
In let ters written from his place of captiv- 
ity, BiUotlo called upon the members of his 
family lo forward the money to his Ciqitors, 
stating that if it -Waa not scut the 
brigands intended to kill him. The 
money was raised, but it failed to 
reach the robbers at the time they had 
sot for its delivery to them, and they there- 
fore proceeded to put their threats to kill 
Billotto into execution. Tlio evidence 
adduced at tho trial showed that tho 
briganda placed their victim at a atako and 
built a fire around him. After he waa 
almost dead tho briganda strangled him un- 
til life was entirely extinct. In tho mean- 
time the authorities, spurred on by tho 
knowledge that brigandage in tho island 
was assuming enormous proportions, made 
an attempt to capture the band whiob had 
made Billotte a prisoner. Much vexation 
and delay was experienced in consequence 
of the relations between the brigands and the 
peasantry, but finally, in spite of 
tho obstacles placed in their way, the 
gend'armes succeeded in taking prisoners 
the eleven men who to-day were convict ed, 
All the condemned men arc notable des- 
jjeradoea, whose ovil reputations have long 
made them a terror to the law-abiding 
people of that part of .Sicilv inuliieli they 
operated. 8o fearful wi^re the authorities 
that an attempt at rescue might be made b^' 
the frienils of tho prisoners, or that the 
brigands thomaelves might make a coni- 
Iiiiiid di.Kh for liberty, that the men were; 
coiilined in a strongly built iron cage during 
all the court proceedings. About tho cage 
there were stationed lifty gcnd'arnica, wlio 
throughout the trial never relaxed their

Judge Gran, of tho Christiana Supreme 
court, the Swedish arbitrator, will not como 
to Paria until the next meeting. Baron de 
Conrcel waa elected to preside. The pro- 
ceedinga, which lasted but half an hour, 
were purely formal, and the Commission ad- 
journed until March 23.

; : Id the Dominion Senate on the 2ad inst., 
.'daring the coarse of the debate on the re> 
■ply to the Speech from the Throne, Hon. 
Senator Mclniicii m\\d ho was proud to stand 
up and say thiit the IVoviiico from which he 
hailed was increasing and proaperoua. It 
was prosperoua, highly prosperous, when 
compared with the Eastern Provinces, Ic 
had prospered for fifteen or twenty years, 
especially for the Inst ten years, at a greater 
rate tlum any other portion of the Dominion, 
and ho verily believed it would oontinuo for 
years to come to develop much faster than 
any other portion of Canada. ... It 
was prosperinp;, not in consequence of the 
fiscal policy of the Government, but in 
spite of the many obstacles thrown in the 
way — the niggardly and unjust treatment of 
the Governmont, . , ; He regretted to 
say that nearly every time that ho 
wended his way westvvard over the 
Canadian PacifiQ Railway or tho Northern 
Pacific railway tho vast majority of the 
cmipranta who pasgcd over tho I'roviuco of 
Manitol)a and thu Nortlnvuat Territories 
tlirongh to Briliah (JoUinibia and iho ooaat 
innueiiiately pusacd down to iho Pacific 
state of the great union. Tho only reason 
ho could assign for it was tho tarill". Ho 
found that less than 100,000 peoi)lo iu 
Uritish Cohunhia paid uo less thar ?l,<!00,- 
000 into the Dominion treasury in customs 
and exciau duties — well cn to a milliou and 
three-quarters paid by a population of 100,- 
COO, which inoludea from ^o.OOO to ;iO,000 
Indians, the white population of the I'ro- 
vinco not exceeding 7."), 000. He wi-nt on to 
say, including the Indians and the Chinese, 
we pay into tho Dominion per capita over 
SIG, and if we exclude the Indians we pay 

over S'Jl per capita 

A family composed of five havo to pay from 
SSO to ,*105. Tliis was ouo of the reasons 
why, in his opinion, tho Province was not 
prospering aa she should. Another reason 
had been the high duty on mining iiKichin- 
ery, which had Ijoen a wet blanket upon an 
industry which ho believed would within 
tho next five years, in tho production of 
silver alone, astonish tho world. Having 
vigorously proteateil against the application 
of the cattle (juarantine regulations to this 
Province, Hon. Mr. Mclnnes went on to 
say that the figures showed that lirilish 
Columbia stood third among the Provinooa 
of Canada as a revenue producer, the port 
of Victoria alone hkving contributed $1,0.'!:!,- 
000 to the Dominion treasury, the entries and 
departures of ships at the port of Victoria 
being more than 350,000. tons greater than 
any other port of the Dominion. Accord- 
ing to the statistical year book of 1891, the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared at 
Victoria was l,C;>l,2i25, the next highest 
being Montreal, l,Si62.561, next to that 
being Halifax, l,'j;i4,012; Quebec, 905,858 ; 
St, John, 1,140,51!;!. Out of the first seven 
highest ports in tho Dominion, British Col- 
umbia claimed three, Victoria, Vancouver 
and Nanaimo. The Senator further stated 
that, while extensive preparationa wore 
being mado to guard against the poasiblo in- 
troduction of cholera by tho St. Lawrence 
and other porta further down, up to the 
present time there had been absolutely 
nothing done, ao far a? ho was 
aware, towards establiahini; a ([uar- 
antine for the I'acitic Province. The 
present quarantine station wa.s a disgrace 
not only to the Province but 'to the Domin- 
ion, and he feiired that there was aa much 
danger if not greater danger of tho intro- 
duction of cholera on the Pacific aide aa 
there is on thu Atlantic aide. Rtferring to 
the smallpox, the .Senator ])rocpeded to say 
that Victoria and Vuiicouvcr had recently 
complained that it M'aa through the neg- 
ligence of some person or persons that tho 
dreaded and loathsome disease was intro- 
duced in those cities twice during the sum- 
mer of 1892. 

Hon. Senator Maodonald declared that 
the tari£f pressed more on British Cohunbia 
than on any other portion of tho Dominion, 
for this reason, that it did not manufacture, 
whatever it consumed had to be obtained 
from tho Kastern provinces of Canada, 
from the United States or England, 
largo amounts of freight having to bo paid 
upon it. With regard to immigration he 
would, he said, far rather have a moderate 
number of people coming into the Province 
that could be absorbed in a comfortable way 
than have a large number of idle men on the 
streets. He continued : I do not believe in 
farming out the patients at the Marine hos- 
pital. If a man can make money boarding 
ihem at $5, the Government could do it as 
well, and the patients would not 
be improperly supplied. I hope that is 
one of tho things that will be seen to at once 
— that and getting a supply of water. 
There is abundance of water close by the 
hospital, within a quarter of a mile, and it 
would not cost much to furnish it to the in- 
stitution. With regard to the quarantine, 
it hua been a l)urniiig iiueation for tho last 
year. Until lately we did not want ijuar- 
untine. In tho twenty-two years since we 
entered tho Confcileralion, we had only 
three smallpox scares. Quarantine hiia now 
become a burning question, and the (iovern- 
ment admit that the acconnnodati'm in in- 
adequate. I am glad to hear that the (i»v- 
eminent havo taken tho neces^iary steps to 
furnish the accommodation. They have in- 
vited dele/jates from all tlie provinces to 
confer on the question of rjuaranthie. and I 
hear that tlioro is to be a large expciHiiture 
in Driliah C'oluinl)ia to purchase a new site 
and erect new buildings. 

Hon. Mr. Angers— And u new wharf. 
Hon. Mr. Maodonald (B.C.) — Yes, and a 
new wharf, which .is much needed. There 
are large steamers calling at our ports now 
from China and ,lapan, and they nuiy bring 
disease into the country at any time. I be- 
lieve thai tlic pcoiili! v. ill liu latisfied will 
what is being ilone by the ( Jovcrnment. 



judgment until the evidence itself is pub 
lished. 

On one point, however, I should like to 
say a word. In the course of my examin 
atioQ I stated that the medical profession 
had a pecuniary interest in vaccination. I 
should have thought the proposition self, 
evident. We have all a pecuniary interest 
in that pursuit by which, we live. You, 
sir, would nob receive a proposal, for the 
ubolitioa of daily newspapers with much 
patience, and I should loOK with some appro 
hension on the decadence of Victoria as c 
ooromeroial centre. . 

1 thought I bad tnade'it clear to the Com 
misaioners that it was in a similar sense that 
a doctor M'ho believed in VBCoination was 

Eecuniarily interested in it, hut I must have 
con singularly unsuccessful in conveying 
my meaning. If I smiled at all it was at 
one of tho many facetious remarks with 
which the Chief Justice enlivened the some- 
what sombre proceedings, not nt the do- 
linquenoies, real or supposed, of the doctors.

OUR I5EAUT1FUL ROADS. 

To Till-: iMjiTOK :— However little there 
may be going on in Victoria, it is alwaj's jioa- 
sible to vary our sensations if we are sulli- 
ciently fortunate to live on ouo of the far 
famed roads of Victoria. 

They are, I fancy, unique. Iu uo other 
city of the same size would such marvellous 
roads bo tolerated, and yet how much peo- 
ple miss ! What can bo pleasnnter on a, 
night when there is a keen, cutting wind, 
or a tcrrilie storm of hajl or rain, or even a 
mild drenching shower, than to bo forced to 
walk 400 or 500 yards to your house (in 
evening dress, on your way home from a 
ball) becauso the hackmen are forbidden to 
run the risk of upsetting on one of our beau- 
tiful roads. The mud, I believe, is cer- 
tainly not more than three or four feet 
deep. Still, consideration for our horses 
forbids us to ask them to attempt to drag 
more than 200 or 300 lbs. weight through it. 
And yet bow many strange and new sen- 
sations may be had if our horses are strong 
and have sufficient pluck to face such seas 
of mud. At one moment we have the felic- 
ity of seeing how far it is possible 
to lurch over on one side without 
being forcibly ejected into a mud 
bath ; another minute and wo are watching 
with keenest interest tho wonderful ef- 
forts of the iioblo animals to exiricate them- 
selves from one of Lho many almost un- 
fathomable ditches, which act aa pleaaant 
traps and surprises (and very fre(|uent sur- 
prises, too) all along tho roads. Again, 
liow entertaining to note the new anil ever 
varying articlua with whicli wo mend our 
roads ; brickdiats, old brooms, hoops of 
wood, rings of iron, rusty nails, kuttles, 
pots and pans— in fact all the dcbiia that in 
a less highly civilized city ;vould be kept 
for our dusNbins I Who can boast of streets 
such as ouia Tldnk for a ininuto what 
griat they bring to the mills of our carriage 
builders. Poraoiially, 1 have only amashed 
my trap once this year, but then I havo 
been singularly fortunate. A short time 
since a hackmau was discovered with sutli- 
cienl reckleasncss to attempt to land coine 
of my friends (if ^nij tloor, instead of, aa 
usual, at 5(H) yards distance. Unheard-of, 
and apparently never-to be-ropeatcd brav- 
ery ! Note tho result. Tho hack had to 
remain stuck fast all night in tho mud, 
while the weary horaea ploughed their 
muddy way liack to tho Transfer stablea. 
And yet — do wo complain! Oh! no — 
wo smile, and are actu dly grateful 
for such a now and cngrooaing topic 
of conversation. Such a change from the 
much discussed weather. Wo aro truly a. 
long sufTering race. So we pay our taxes 
(which are a trille high even for such in- 
estimable privilegea) and we ptty, or do not 
pay (as tho oaao may bo) our little bills for 
repairs at the carriage builders. The ex- 
pressmen oocasionally afford us amusement. 
Not long since necessity compelled us to 
have some heavy goods brought up as near 
as possible to the house. The expressman 
and horses looked as though they had spent 
many a weary month on a hot desert. 
Still ho only begged us to tell him if we had 
ever found any foundation to our wonderful 
road. He informed ua ho had certainly 
only been trying for seven or eight hours, 
but still with absolutely no aucceaa, which 
might tend to diahearten some men, not so 
him ; he smilnl, wo all sinile and Ijcar it.

Respeotins ihe Aesessment Boll. 

Be it enacted br the Corporation ot the City 
ol Vietorla, b7 the Cennoll thereof, as follows > 

1. It Is hereby declared that a distinction for 
thepurpoBoof nasoasmont shall bo mndo bo- 
tweon land and Improvcinentg Bituato witlila 
the mnnlcipality limits of tho Corporation of 
the City ot Victoria. 

2. Land Bituato ivlthin tho Bald limits 
shall bo estimated for tho purpose of assess- 
ment at its actual cash value, as it wonld be 
appraised in payment of a jiwt debt from a 
aolvont debtor.

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S CLAIMS. 



Wo are glad to see that the repreaeuta 
tivos of this Provinco in the Dominion 
House of Commons are making vigorous 
efibtts to induce the Government to do it 
justice. It seems to us that the authorities 
in Ottawa have never regarded British 
Columbia in its true light. They liiive, aa 
Mr. Foster indicated at tlie interview witli 
the Britisli Columbia members which took 
place a few days ago, apportioned the al- 
lowance of pnblio money to be expended in 
'it on the basis of population. This is so 
'manifestly unjust that it is surprising tliat 
lit has been noted upon so long. They surely 
■must have been alive to tlie fact that one 
British Columbian, from a revenue produc- 
ing point of view, was equal to more than 
three Qnebeeers, four Ontarians, five 
No<ra Scotians or five New Bruns- 
<wiokerB. To allot the appropriations to tho 
-diCferent provinces in proportion to tlio 
number of their inhabitants, without 
talcing into consideration tho money thoy 
severally pay into tho Dominion Treasury. 
' does not sisem to us fair. This Province, as 
■we have shown, contributes to the general 
nrevenue upwards of a million dollars a year 
■more than its share, if population is made 
tho bjisis of Provincial contributions to the 
revenue. Should not this fact have some 
weight with tho Dominion (jovornraent and 
"With Parliament when its wants are being 
■oonaidered 1 Is it right thai; tho postal 
service of a province in this position should 
be starved, that its channels and harbors 
should bo inaulBciently lighted and buoyed, 
and that tho public buildings of its Capital 
under the control of the Central Govern- 
ment should be remarkable only for their 
shabbiness and their inauffioienoy of aocom- 
. 'DcodationT We should say decidedly not. 
We trust that the representatives of the Pro- 
vince at that interview an oceeded in con- 
vincing the members of tho Government 
whom they had the honor to wait upon that 
it would be only just to treat British Colum- 
bia much more liberally than she has hith- 
erto been treated. 

In the Senate, too, the claims of this 
Provinco have been vigorously and forcibly 
jireaeuted by fSenator Mclnuea and Senator 
Macdonald. Both these gentlemen liuvo 
Hhown that British Columbia deaervea far 
better treatment at tho hands of the Federal 
Government than she has received. There 
are indications that the statements reapeet- 
^ing .revenue and expenditure made by Son- 
:ator Molnnes were received with surprise 
'and apparently almost with incredulity by 
the Senators. He waa frc'iuently interruptod 
by members of tho Governmont and others, 
which showed at any rate that they were at- 
tending carefully to what be said. It ia to 
be hoped that Senator Molnnes' speech had 
the impreasion on the minds of the Senators 
which tho truths it contained were calcu- 
lated to make. 

Senator Maciionald'a aiicoeh ■wiia not so 
trenchant or so full of fiicta and ligurea aa 
that of Mr, Mclnues, But lie, in his quiet 
way, showed that the complaints of the 
I?oard of Trade and others were by no moans 



Mr, Beavon'a bill to amend the Munioi- 
palitiea Act ia rather a complicated meas- 
ure. We wonder if anything very dreadful 
would happen if Mr, Beaven would refrain 
for one session, only one, from attempting 
to alter and amend the Muoioipalitiea Act. 
We must, however, try to make allowonces 
for the grandmotherly interest whioli tho 
Mayor of this city fools in municipalities in 
gener.^1 aud tho municipality of Victoria in 
particular. Persons hearing that venerable 
relation to cither children or institutions aro 
apt to be fuaay and are looked upon with 
good humorod indulgence. But it is curious 
to observe tho peculiar ond even the gro- 
tesque ways in wliich this fuaaineaa some- 
times manifests itself. For inatunce, Mr. 
Heaven, in hia solicitude for the moral well- 
being of the persons living in the difl'erout 
municipalities of tho Provinco, proposes to 
luncnd section 204 of the Municipalities 
Act, 1S92, by adding to it the following 
subsection: 

(29) From each aalrologer, acer, fortune 
teller and clairvoyant [\ license) not exceed- 
ing fifty doUara fur every six months. 

Surely the leader of the Opposition niiglit 
Imvo seen tluit there is something very iii- 
conaislcnt in a i;cod Clu'islian Lcf;ia!;;tiire 
undertaking to licouae dealers in what, in 
the time of our grandfathers, was called tho 
" Black Art," proceeding directly from tho 
Evil One, who was believed to be its Master. 
Perhaps Mr. Beaven laughs at all aueh 
superstitions and considera that oven the 
aervanls of Satan ought lo be u f il i.'.cd for 
revenuepurpoaca. If, however, hemakealight 
of lioiuy superstitious, he should, as a legis- 
lator, have some respect for thelawof theland. 
Ia it posaible that ho docs not know that be 
proposes to liconao persons who, when thoy 
attempt to follow their vocation, are guilty 
of an indictable oll'enco. By the criminal 
code of thia Dominion 

Everyone ia guilty of an indictable ofTonce 
aud liable to ono yciir'a imprisonniont who 
protenda to exerciao or use any kind of 
witchcraft, sorcery, enchantment or con- 
juration or undertakes to tell fortunes or 
pretends from his skill or knowledge in any 
occult or crafty science to discover where, 
or in what manner, any goods or chattels 
supposed to have been stolen may bo found. 

Here we have Mr. Beaven'a ustrologera, 
aeera, fortune tellers and clairvoyants dia- 
tiuctly and dearly indicated among persona 
guilty of criminal acts. Wo aro afraid that 
licensing persons of these classes will 
not divest tlieir trade or art of Its crim- 
inality. Mayor Beaven ia the last person in 
the community who would bo suspected of 
an intention to liconso persona to do unlaw- 
ful acts. And wo are inclined to believe 
that if ho was doing anything but amend- 
ing a Municipalities ant, he would scout tho 
very idea. But legislating for Municipali- 
ties ia his peculiar weakness. When next 
ho tries his hand at altering and amending, 
ho must bo more careful or he will make 
oven a worae blunder than tho attempt to 
license fortune tellers and clairvoyants. 



who had been under quarantine their free- 
dom 03 soon aa they were released by the 
Dominion Health Odicials. There muat be 
aoniclhing radically wrong with tho Domin- 
ion quarantine methods and treatment, if 
the Health Oilicers of either the Province 
or the City have reason to consider it neooa 
aary to maintain a aurvoillauco over peraons 
who have been quarantined after a clean 
bill of health has been given them by tho 
Dominion Health Officer. 

If the Dominion has not provided suificient 
or proper aooommodation, hospital and 
other, for the passengers and orews of ships 
in which contagious diseases have broken out 
it should find temporary quarters for them 
in Bomo safe placo and pay all expenses un- 
til the. disease had disappeared and the 
peraons who had been afiected by it and 
thoir baggage had been properly disinfected. 

Such cases as that of tlio Tacoina should 
never occur. Tho city sliould not bo under 
tho necciaity, for ita own preservation, of 
taking charge of si.\ty or any other number of 
persons who bad been released from quaran- 
tine by tho Dominion Health OfScer and 
conveying them to the nearest atation to dis- 
infect their persona and their baggage. Kx- 
pense waa incurred in doing tliia work wbich 
tho Dominion otliciala ouglit lo have done, 
and thia community v/aa improperly, aud, 
indeed, wo may say criminally exposed to 
danger. It is evident that the Dominion 
Government ought in common justice to re- 
fund every cent cf tho money expended in 
freeing from contagion persons who had 
been roleaaed from (luurautine without being 
thoroughly disinfected. 

If, as tho conuiiitteo assert, it was through 
the insufliciency of the quarantine and the in- 
adequacy of thoquarantino regulations, that 
the smallpox waa introduced into this city 
last year and au expenditure of 500,000 in- 
curred, tho Dominion Govornnient ought, in 
common justice, to do what is possible to re- 
pair the mischief which was caused by the 
outbreak. There is nothing unreasonable 
in this. It is, in fact, nothing more than 
common justice requires. The Dominion, 
by the Constitution, ia required to perform 
a duty. If it noglecta lliiit lUity it should 
bear the consequences of its neglect. It 
should not throw on to other shoulders the 
burden which it in justice ought to bear. 
There may be no legal remedy for tho injury 
which the Dominion's failure to do ita duty 
in keeping out the amallpox ha'j done tliia 
Provinco and this City, but that fact should 
make the Dominion authorities all tho more 
determined that strict justice shall be done.

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THE QUARAHTINB COMMITTEE. 

The obligation of tho Dominion (Govern. 
mont to reimburse a city or province for any 
expense it might have incurred through the 
negligence of its Quarantine Officer or the 
defectiveness of its quarantine regulations 
seems to ua too apparent to need enforce- 
ment by argument. Quarantine is a depart- 
ment of the Dominion (iovernment, It is 
the duty of that Govcrnmcat to take all 
reasonable precautions to prevent the intro- 
duction of disease at the difTerent porta of 
the Dominion, The people depend upon it 
to do that duty diligently, intelligently and, 
as far as possible, efTeotively. On it the re- 
sponsibility of guarding the seaports of tlio 
Dominion against disease rests. If that 
duty ia not performed or if it is attended 
to in a negligent, a careless or a perfunctory 
manner, tho Dominion is morally, if not 
legally liablo for tho damage done throui^-h 
that negligence, caroleaaneaa and p'jrfuMC- 
torinesa.

Tho well known steam schooner J. R. 
McDonald, of Seattle, which loft the Sound 
City in tho early hours of Wednesday morn- 
ing with a coal cargo for Vancouver, was 
totally consumed by fire some thirty hours 
after leaving tho homo port. Tho crow of 
seventeen men saved their lives by beaching 
the blazing sliip on Provost Island, and 
woro brought to Victoria by tho Princess 
Louise last night, their ill-fated ship having 
burned to tho water's edge and then turned 
turtle. 'Nothing could surpass in rapidity 
the wnrk of tho destructive fire, and tho 
crew deem themselves fortunate in escaping 
with their lives — nothing else waa saved. 

Tho J. R. McDonald was a trim little 
steamer, schooner rigged, of some 'JSC tons 
register and ISO feet keel. She was built 
Seattle iess than three years ago, 
and since that date has been em- 
ployed iu various coasting entor- 
priaea, plying between tho Sound 
and Bellingham Bay ports, among tho 
ialando of the San Juan archipelago, and to 
Britial' ( 'iduud)ia. She has paid Victoria 
sevi ! llying visits, and was a money-maker 
foil, I the time she left the stocks, much to 
tho aatisfaction of her owners, the Penning- 
ton Transit Co., of Seattle. 

A few days ago Mr. Foster, of Vancouver, 
representing tho Wellington coal yards of 
the Terminal City, who are at present fight- 
ing the combine on tho Mainland, visitnd 
Seattle and purchased a quantity of Frank- 
lin and Newcastle coal, which the McDon- 
ald was chartered to deliver. 

She loaded about 328 tons on Tuesday, 
and shortly oftor midnight started for Van- 
couver in command ot Captain Frank Worth, 
who took Captain McGregor's place for the 
trip.j Arriving at Active Pass about 7 
o'olobk in the evening, and knowing that no 
good could be accomplished by reaching 
Vancouver before tho Custom House 
opened, tho captain decided to anchor inside 
tho Paaa for the night, and did bo. 

Steam waa got up and the anchor weighed 
about ;> in the moriiing, and it waa only a 
few minutea later wdieii tho smell of smoke 
attracted the attention of those on watch, 
and soon tho flames burst out. The 
captain, pilot and wheelman were in the 
idlot-honao and the engineer and fireman in 
tho engine-room. Tho watchman was tho 
only other member of the crow on duty. 

To arrive at tfio original cause of the dis- 
aster in the confusion and excitement of tho 
moment is dillicult, of course, hut the sup- 
position is that tho smokestack became red- 
hot, the boiler being fired with a previously 
untried coal, and set lire to the ceihir 
caaing, some twenty feet in length, which 
paaacd through llio house to tho upper deck. 

What those on watch saw waa a sheet of 
flame which enveloped tho smokcatack and 
soon was wrapped around the entire upper 
works. The Captain's call of fire brouglit 
all hands out of their bu.ika in undress uni- 
form, and thoy manfully attacked the enemy 
with what buckets were available. .So fierce 
was tho resistance, however, and so rapid 
the spread of the tire — the upper works be- 
ing all of dry cedar — that tho battle was of 
brief duration. 

At the first hint of danger — when tho 
smell of smoke reached the wheelhouse — the 
engines were stopped and the whistle 
sounded the alarm ; five minutes later ac- 
cess to the hose and to the bnokets was 
shut of! by a living wall of flame, while the 
hissing of the boilers, about which the fire 
was the fiercest, warned the workers that 
an explosion might at any moment terroin- 
uto tho struggle. Under these oiroum- 
Btanccs and seeing that the ship herself waa 
doomed. Captain Worth decided to run for 
the shore, fortunately not far distant. 

Tliia course waa followed, and having got 
the boats ready for use iu any oinergeiioy, 
the .McDonald was headed for the dark line 
which outlined Prevost Island. A few 
moments more and the crash as her head 
struck the bank almost sent the little group 
aljoard from their feet. The course hud 
been well shajicd, however, and all walked 
ashore safely and uninjured. Then, from a 
distance of a few yards, they watched the | 
fire complete the destruction of what had 
been to some of them for many months a 
home as well as a means of livelihood. 

No time was lost in communicating tho 
news of thu disaster and securing relief, 
the ship's boat with Purser W. B, Maxwell 
fitarting for Mayno Island, ten or twelve 
miles atvay, by the light of tlie burning 
ship. The messenger arrival in time to 
catch the Islander on her way back to this 
city and to notify the Louise to call and 
pick up his companions. 

" It was all up with the ship in five min- 
utes," said Purser Maxwell as ho told tho 
story of the diaaater laat evening. "I tum- 
bled out at the firat call of lire — my room 
waa right near where it started, ami I had 
just time to ge't a coat and a pair of jiauta. 
1 lost fully ^'.'.'lO of clothes. I'lverything waa 
of dry cedar, oiled, above deck, and it burned 
fiercely. I liopo I niaj' never be in a lire at 
aea; the burning of tho McDonald was bad 
enough and wo were so close to land that wo 
were comparatively aafe. 

"The McDonald on her laat trip carried 
as master, I'Vauk Worth, of Seattle, aad as 
jdlot, G. \\ . Donay. C. L. McGregor was 
firat oflicer and I was purser. Tho ship 
^v as valued at fully $23,000, partially in- 
.Hured 1 believe, and the cargo at 81,200 or 
?l,.')UO." 

Cajit. F. Worth, who waa in command of 
the ill-fated steamer, gives the following ac- 
count of her destruction. The captain was 
found at tho l!urnea Houai% shortly after 
tbo Louise brought himself and hia crew to 
the city, and gave tbo outlines of his ex- 
perience in tho short and pithy stylo of one 
accuatomed to danger iu many forms : 

" I was on the bridge," said he, " at 3:30 
o'idock this morning, when I noticed smoke 
arising around the stack on the outside. 
Wo were then between Provost Island and 
buuterprise Beef, near Active Beef. As 
soon as I noticed tho smoke I took tho 
wlieel from the pilot and told him to call all 
li inds, as the vessel was afire. 

" The men tumbled up at once, and con- 
necting the hose began to work systemati- 
cally oil the llamea. Tho fire spread quick- 
ly tliongh, and in a few minutes tho up|)er 
Kuloon blazed up; built of ci'dar and heavily 
variii died it burned like t inder. There was 
.! the \erfarl. 1 had already 
lii-acb, and lii'pt the ccnu;i(i 
to see the lio'.va fiU' iiineke and 
: a ]ii)fl ion of the crew were 
Im.'.'e o!luu■.^ had lowered llu^ 
lately tin; I'ea wus sninot li and 
in. Iu about tini minutea 
I t{)ok the wheel wo went on i 
las none too soon either, for 
uid wheel ropes were liuined 
tlie 11 inicK were liuislinL; 
through tli(! second llocu' ot the jiiloi house. 
Tho soles of my shoes woro blistering before I 



I loft the house, and I was afraid every 
ininuto tlie floor would give way. 

"None of the crew, seventeen in all, sue 
ceeded iu saving anything in tho way of 
personal effects. \\c niocred the steamer 
and she remained burning until 11 o'clock, 
when she turned bottom up, parted the 
hawsers and drifted down with the ebbtide. 

" Tho men wero all cool and worked like 
heroes. After the steamer drifted out I 
sent a boat with Purser Maxwell, Chief 
Engineer Waterman and two others to 
Miner's Cove to get tho steamer Louise to 
call for the crew, which she did. The fire 
was caused by tbo burning ofaootin the 
smokestack, wliicb heated the jacket red hot 
and fired tho woodwork. 

" I took the boat out to accommodate 
Captain McGregor, whose wife was sick, 
and, strange to say, felt very reluctant lo go 
on her, but was reasoned out of it. This is 
my first experience in being burned out and 
I don't like it. I and my crew wish to very 
heartily thank Capt. Jaoj^ors and the orew 
of tho Princess Louise for the kind and 
prompt manner in which they responded to 
our appeal for assistance,"

PETITIONS. 

Tho following petition was read and re- 
ceived : 

I'rom Amor DeCoamos opposing I'rivutu 
Bill to amend Victoria City OUiciul JIups 
Act, 

On tho motion to adopt the report, 
Hon. Mil, 1!e.vvk.s' said that iia far as liis 
knowled}{U was concerned he thought Air, 
UeCosinoB iiud no cuuae to complain and 
would find out when ho came before tho 
Fiivftte Bills oommittee that he had no real 
griovaiice. ^ 

KKI'ORTH Of COMJim'KES, 

Wk. Maiitin, from the Private Bills com- 
mittee, reported tho preamble of the fol- 
lowing hills jiroved : 

An Act to incorporiito tlio Komau Catho- 
lic Bishop of Xew \^'eatminsler. 

An Act to amend tho Vancouver Incorp- 
oration Act. 

Tho report called attention to tho fact 
that section 9 of tlie bill did not appear to 
havo been oonteniplated either iu the notice 
or in tho preamblo of the bill, 

Mn. Boom, from the Railway conmiittec, 
reported that liaving iu view the great iui 
portance to and neceasity of tho Kootenay 
country obtaining coal for the development 
of the anielting induatrj', the following 
resolution bo adopted : 

" Wheroaa tho Hritisli Columbia Soutiiern 
railway has appliod to the Dominion Gov 
ecninent for the usual subsidy of §3,200 per 
mile of railway for tho first and aeootid aeo< 
tions of line, being 00 tnites and 120 miles 
respectively ; and whereas such application 
has been pressed upoa the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for tho last three years, but has not 
received any satisfactory reply ; and where- 
as the conairuction of tho Kritiah CoUunbia 
Southern railway ia of great iniportauco to 
the Proviace, in order to develop the coal 
fields of Crow's Nest Pass and to convoy tho 
coal to tho ameltersalreadyerectedand which 
would bo erected if such coal supply wore 
forthcoming ; aud whcrcag the obtaining of 
such coal voulii give a great Blimulua to the 
mining induatry in Kootenay and would be 
productivu of a cousiderablo increase in the 
trade and tt eiiUh of tho I'roviiico ; There- 
fore, be it resolved that an addrona bo pro- 
senteil to thu Lieuleiiant-tlovernnr, priiyiiig 
him 10 move tho Dominion Clovcnmu'nt to 
grant the Hril ijli Culuiiibiu .Soiuliern Kail- 
way Co. the Kuid suti.'jidics, iujainuch .-la it 
■would tend materially towards theprospority 
of the -Province," 

TAX ON MORTOAGES, 

Mb. Hobne asked the Hon. Attorney- 
General the following question, to which 
the attached answer was given : 

Q. Is it the intention of the Uovernniont 
to repeal or modify tho tax on mortgugea, 
assessed and collected under the proviaioiia 
of tho Assessment act, A, The nialter ia 
tmder consideration. 

SETTLED - ESTATES iilLL. 

The HouBO went into committee on tho 
Settled Estates bill, Mr. Anderson in tho 
chair. The committee reported tho hill 
complete. 

COAL MINKS UKCULATIO' DILL, 

Mr. Kkitii moved the second reading of 
the Coal iJiiiea Regulation bill, which he 
said had now come before the Uouae for tho 
fourth time. He thought hon. niembera 
understood the (juestion thoroughly, und ho 
need not, therefore, go fully into the 
question. 

Hon. Mr. Pooi.ev said that on previoua 
oocnsions ho had opposed this bill, and us 
nothing had transpired in tho meantime to 
change his views he would still oppose it. 

The seoond reading of the bill was lost on 
the following division :

ATIAOHMEKr OF WAGES. 

Mr. Keith moved the second reading of 
tho bill to abolish the attachment of wages. 
He said that he did not know that he couhl 
charge this Government with not being de- 
sirous of furthering the interests of tin 
workingman, for he thought the Govern 
ment was anxious to do nil it could ir. this 
direction. Ho had gone into tho ruicatitin 
somewhat carefully aiul lind found that for 
six months there were about tifty giirnishce 
Bunimonaea per Uionth.and it would be 
found that on these then! had been paid an 
average of over §10 per cluini in addition to 
the legi'l debt. Ue inatanccd one caae in 
which a nmn was sick nnd the sick benclita 
had been garniabeed. It was surpriaing to 
know to how great an extent tho garuiBhec 
buaineas waa curried on in Naniiimo. The 
aboliahineut of the atLachment of wagea 
would not prevent orders being niade by a 
County court judge that a man ahould pay 
80 much a month. As it was, u great hard- 
ship waa cauaed to workingmen. 

Hon'. Mit, Davik said that .some years 
ago ho had introduced a hill somewhat 
sinnlar in principle to the preaent one, and 
in doing ao had been iinpresaod with the 
view that hardahipa frequently happened by 
taking away from u laboring man the only 
means which ho had for his aotu&l livelihood 
and leaving himself and possibly his family, 
if he had one, in a state of starvation. Ho 
had not pressed the bill at that time because 
he bad felt that the general sense of tho 
Honse was against it. He was afraid, in 
fact he knew, that the bill now before tho 
House went entirely too far when it pro- 
posed to aboliah the altaohnient of all wages 
or salaries of liny clerk, einployu, etc. Tliat 
merely meant that all v.'ane.s or aalariea of 
any petson who worked for a Btated auiii 
should not be subject to attachment. 
^Yhilo he waa perfectly willing to Hiipport 
a reasonable amount of protection to work- 
ingmen who might, through no fault of their 
own, get into dillicultiea, he could notbri-ig 
himself to vole for snoh an c.vtenaivc ineas- 
uro na tho proaent, because he felt ii. v.-ould 
be simply making a nielhoil by whicli ilia- 
honest people could awindle their < reiiitora. 
It would, nioriiovcr, ealalilish thi; [jriu'dple 
that any man who worked for wagew or .aid 
ury, whether ho got S-.> per iimut li or .?.'jOi) 
per month, uoulil not be trii.steil an tiu-re 
waa no nicana of collecting from him. Ho 
thought that tho bill was not a good one 
either from the point of viewofthe interests 
of trade generally or of tho rooognizod just 
rights and posithin in aoidety of those who 
earn wagea. lie had ocoaaion, while 
in Nanainm a few day.a 
to ditcuas the mat ler willi a de])Utation of 
tradesmen, and had e;;plaiiied to them hifl 
own views, but had not then been aware of 
the extensive scope of the measure as now 
introduced. Up to a limited amannt he be- 
lieved that there aliouhl be aonio protection 
to the workiugnion, say for married men 
§40 to $50, and for single men $20 to §'.'o. 
This would leave sufGcient to keep tho wolf 
from the door and enable an honest man to 
get out of hia difiBoulties, The real griev- 
ance which bad'brbcght the mnttcigup now 
avaa that Arising from. An >meadment to the 



County Court Act, made last year by a 
private member of the House, permitting 
the garnisheeing of wages before judgment 
was obtained. However, he had already 
drafted a measure somewhat 'on the lines he 
had suggested, but in the meantime, for tho 
reasons he had stated, would have to vote 
against the present. bill. 

Mcsars, Sword, Kitchen, Brown, Booth, 
Fnrater and Semlia continued the debate, 
all agreeing that the bill went too far. 

Hon. Mn. Pooley opposed tho second 
reading, because it would prevent honeat 
men from getting credit, but would help dis- 
honest men to be rascalfi. With this bill 
passed tho only way to colleat small debt 
would bo by an order of the court, and if 
tho order were not obeyed the result would bo 
tho imprisonment of tho debtor, a step 
which no creditor liked to force. Honest 
men would alwaya pay their debts, dishonest 
men never would if they could help it. 

!Mii. CoTTOK moved tho adjournment; of 
tho debate.

Tho fee for tho registration of Kngliab 
graduates waa lixed at SlOU, and it was 
proviiled that tho liuea for contravention of 
tho act ahould go to tho Crown. 

Tho committee reporting the bill complete 
with amendments. 

THE OAME BILL. 

Mr. Hai.i. moved tho aecond reading of a 
bill to amend tho Game Protection .-Vet, 
which, he said, merely aakod to make it 
legal to export deer hides from the Pro- 

viuco. 

After aoniu diacusaion, 
Mit. ANDKltsoN aaid ho hoped the acconi 
foaiiing Would carry, not because ho agreed 
entirely with the bill, but becuiao h 
wished to move an amendment to prevent 
tho diachurge of lirearrna within a certain 
distance of tho public roads. 

The second reading was lost by a show of 
hands, 4 to 14. 

MUNICIPAL BILL. 

IfoN. ^in. Beaten moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend the Municipal 
act, tho provisions of which he e.vpluined 

Kos, Mr. Davie said ho would anpport 
the second reading of the bill, but in com 
mittce proposed to move aonic ameiidnientH 
dealing with tlio control of tho police aud 
the appointment of the IJoard of Licenaing 
Coniniisaionera. 

Mu. Cotton aaid that tho feeling waa 
thai/ iu the anndl citica the police ahould be 
less under tho immediate control of those 
who might in some caaea prevent them 
doing their duty, but, at the same time 
there was a atrong feeling that aa the city 
had to pay for tho police they ahould hav 
U3 much control aa possible. He favored 
inoreuaing the powera of tho Licenaing 
IJourda. 

Mr. IIuNTini thought the control and 
government of the police should be entirely 
taken out of tho hands of the City 
Councils and placed in the handa of a 
Board of Conimissiorers. He did not be- 
lieve that the police of Victoria were free 
agents to carry out the law, nor would they 
aud other city police forces in tho Province 
be BO until they were entirely removed from 
the control of the Mayor and Aldermen. 
With regard to liquor licenses, he would say 
that he believed the system as in force in 
the Province was a failure, and had made 
up hia mind that high license waa the only 
thing which would afford protection and 
curtail tho liquor traffic. 

Mk. Grant advocated the giving of 
greater powers to tho municipalities. He 
dealt at sonjo length with the licenae ques- 
tion. 

The bill passed its second readmg ; to be 
conmiittec next week.

forniii. .\l the limi' of which 1 iim writ- 
ing,'-, there hiid been il very heiivy emi- 
c'ration to California, and conipiinies of 
einii.;raiits, bound to the (iolden Land, 
si ill occiisionally passed along the great 
mi 1 il aiy road.

Tt is about a big fish that?! \vr\tc, but 

it is a true story, siiys a writer iu the 
Ih'lfast A'^i'. I siiw the fish, I took liis 
dimensions hy aetiiiil measurement and 
I s;i\v till' liver. In the iinnals of l.'ape 
Cod. inihlished by l!ev. .Mr. l-'reeniaii in 
lSt;:3, he mentions tluit in 1^11:1 I'rovinee- 
town had a regulation relating to the 
carcasses of whales, sharks, horse 
niiickerel, etc., whiidt required that 
they he lowed below low-watcr mark, 
w hich wcnild indicate that these marine 
iininiiils ^Vl•rc so comniiHi us to be in 
some degree otVensive in wiirm weath- 
er. Miiiiy of them wi'iv ciiptured for 
their oil. Eight whales yielded twei ity , 
forty, eighty and sometimes one hun- 
dred biirrels; humpbacks, fifteen to 
twenty biirrels; grampus, one, two or 
three: blaeklish, one barrel; sharks, 
fi-oiii one gallon to seven 11'- eie-lit, bar- 
rels: iHirpoise. two fiiillous, iinilii boat- 
load uf dogfish'yieliled iihout one li;ir- 
rel of oil. Now, niy big lish \\ a,-, called 
a shark, though he w ;is not of 
the niiin-eating or .shovel-nosed v;i- 
riety, K, Atwood, a distin- 

guished iind priictieal ielitliyoloe-ist 
of rrovincetown, pronounced the lish 
il liver shiiric or sea elcphiint, and 
considered it nire. The lish was iilmosl 
entirely white, and as handsome in fm ni 
as a mackerel. He was caught in Isii:;, 
inside of what is called Long I'oiat, 
forniin'^' an outer boundary of Prov- 
ince- \ .I's bciiutiful biirbor. The fish- 
c- . -n liad spre;ul their seines there for 
i:u,el;c|-e|. and this lii- lish had j^'ol en- 
tangled in them iiU about him so that 
he Wiis eiisily pulled Id the shore, whci-e 
the tiile left Ilim high iinil dry. Hciiej- 
at tliiit time engaged in Ini-lae^-, in 
I'ro\-inceto\vn 1 was invited to vi-,i! t'le 
monsler ;ind se'i'liim cut uji f>i- tle-pur- 
]io>e of extraetiiiu' his liver. Ky llie 
wiiy. iiU theoil of 11 slr.irli i^ in his liver, 
while thill uf a wliiile, of course, is in 
his flesh or blubber. 1 took a rule and 
measured this shark, and found his 
length to be just thirty-one feet: tlu; 
breiidthof his tiiil was SCVCli feet and 
his i-ireiniiference in the thicket part 
sixle 11 feet. 

I have slated Unit the liver of this 
shark wei^;-hi'd two tons, and llii> is 
how it Wiis dcleniiiui'd: The li\er \v:is 
I'Ul iu pieces and ])itehed inloa ilorv; 
tile dory carried ;l ton ami ii hidf in 
weight besides the roWer. aS liiislieeii 
proved, briufriii;^ her down to her uppi'r 
streiik: the iloi-y Wiis twice loiii led i leep 
\vitli this liver, iinil so the lisliernieli 
thou;^'hl the weie-lil was ne;irly three 
tons, linl to he within lioiinils I coiichid- 
ed lo ciill it two tons iind it is so record- 
ed in tliis vemeious elirotiicle. After 
the oil had been fried out I found that 
it made seven barrels full and was 
worth at that time two hun dred dol- 
lars.

The news which reached Victoria by tho 
City of I'opeka a few daya ago of the dea- 
trnotion by fire of both old and now Methla- 
kahtla was made' clear yesterday by the 
arrival of passengers from tho Xorth who 
left the C.P.N, steamer Maude at Nanaimo 
and came to the capital by train, Rev. 
Mr. Duncan's thriving settlement unfortu- 
nately is no more — but old Methlakahtla is 
still in the place that has known it for years. 
The fire, believed to havo worked its de- 
"Struction, was at Inverness, wdicre, on the 
night of .January 17, the Turner- licoton can- 
nery, with tho surrounding buildings, was 
entirely dealrnyed. 

Jlr. Theo. Robinson and the caretaker, a 
man seventy years of age, were the only 
persona about at the time. Mr. Robinson 
had retired for tho night, at, about 'J: I5, and 
a few luinutea afterwards was aroused by 
tlio caretaker, who announced that fire had 
broken out in a shed some 150 feet from the 
main building. 

Ic was blowing a whole gale at tho time, 
and the bad nowa had scarcely been con- 
veyed when it was noticed that dying 
sparks had sot firo to tho roof of tho work- 
shop. The fiamos spread with wonderful 
rapidity, and within three-quarters of an 
hour the whole concern was reduced to 
ushea. 

In the shed where the fire had its origin 
was stored a quantity of charcoal and wood, 
and as there had been no rain or snow 
everything was as dry as tinder. A spark 
from the chimney of the residenoe is sup- 
posed to have been the initial cause of the 
iiiisohief. The glass registered at tho time 
two below zero, and the long grass which 
abounds in tho vicinity was perfectly dry 
and proved a prolilic feeder to the ll.imea. 
The wind was blowing from the southeasl 
and carried tho ground lire as well as the 
burning timbers and spiirks to the cmnery. 

Prom the very tirat it was evident that 
the entire buildings were doomed. There 
were but two men to cope with tho tlames 
and not a bucket of water was to be had, 
all h.Lving been frozen. In tho store was a 
lar^'i,! cask of powder, and as the lire was 
rapidly eating its way towards the scat of 
extra danger, Mr. Robinson, with liie 
assistance of tho other man, mauaped, at 
great risk of life, to roll away tho cask. 

Seeing that nothing they could do would 
save tho cannery; thuy devoted their atten- 
tion to checking tho spread of the Uanies to 
tho residence which was in imminent dan- 
ger. The grass around the place was all 
ullamo, but they managed to beat down u 
sort of trenoh near the houae, thuS'£irertiug 
the blaze and saving the structure. 

In the store waa a general stock, valued 
ut about 87,000, of which not one coat's 
worth wua saved. About 3,000 boxea were 
caught in tho blaze, with a quantity of- oil; 
1.') boats, 100 pairs of oars, ropes, netting, 
etc. Tho firo lighted up the whole coi:ntry 
around, and was clearly ecen from Fort 
Simpson, 45 miles distant. 

^\'ilhin the past two years tho Inverness 
Cannery iias been completely renindelleil 
and relitted at a cost of several tlioucand 
dollars, Tlic buildings occupied an area of 
'2S, OOtJ feet, with a splendid wharf IGD feet 
in length, and with a frontage of I'JIl feet. 
This wharf, with a boiler, engine and engine 
house, havo boon destroyed in the general 
conllagration. The onginca from the little 
steamer which plies in connection with the 
cannery during tho fishing season had been 
removed for safety from the craft. They 
were stored in one of the sheds, and were 
completely destroyed — in fact not a dollar's 
worth is left of the cannery and its outfit. 

'There was but §.33,000 insurance on the 
whole, tho companies interested being the 
C'.uardian, North British, Royal and (,)neeu. 
What the exact amount of damage ia is 
not yet known, but it is certain that the in- 
surance will not go any way near to cover- 
ing it. portunately tho supplies for the 
coming seuson had not reached their dea- 
tinatiim, or the lo.-is would have been con- 
siderably aiigiiiented. 

In the imi'nediate vicinity of the cannery 
is an Indian village. Moat of the Indiana 
were away from home at the time of the 
lire, Init the half do/.en men left wcirked like 
demons to save their houses. The plan 
thev adopted proved eU'ectivo— it was tliat 
of carrying blocks of ico to the shacks and 
surrounding them with it, at the same time 
throwing ice on tlio roofs. 

Such a storm as that which prevailed on 
the 17th has never before been known in the 
Skeona district. Houses were blown down, 
trees torn from their roots, and people 
blown about whenever they ventured from 
under shelter. The roof of the Methodist 
church at Naas, was lifted clean from the 
walls, and carried some 150 feet distant. 
There was a fire in tho Church of Eng- 
land, at Port Essington, hut as it occurred 
in tho day time, it wua got under before 
very muoii damage waa done. Thoro was 
also a firo at tho Northern Pacific Cannery, 
on the aamo day, but the main portion of 
the building was saved. 

It ia tlu! int(!ntion of Measra. Turnnr, 
lieeton .t Co,, if ])03sible, to erect new build- 
ings before the season opens, and carry on 
the bufiinesa of the cannery as usual. I'lans 
for the new structure have been already 
prepared.

Full TiM ul' Dr. .1. (;. llourhiot'H (iplubui as to 
the I'owers of the l.i !;lslature. 

Hon. Mr. Davie yesterday jiresented to 
the Li gialalure the follov.'ing return to an 
order of the House for a copy of Ih.c opin- 
ion of Dr. d. C. lioorinot as to llie ixuvera 
and ])rivileges of the Legislative Aaaeinbly : 
"My opinion ia, tlial the legislative 
bodies of Canada, generally speaking, luive 
complete authority to punish those who re- 
fuse to obey the orders of tho Houae. If a 
person refuses to obey an order ho can be 
adjudged guilty of contempt, and arrested 
and imprisoned. It aeema to me all legisla- 
tive b idies should have as full powers as 
English or Dominion Commons to enforce 
obcdienco to their orders within their con- 
atitutional jurisdiction. The other provinces 
of (winada have by express grant invested 
llieinaelvea with all- such powers as are ne- 
coBsary to enforce obedience to their ordera, 
protect their members, and punish con- 
tempt ; but now looking carefully and de- 
liberately into tho powers of the Britiah 
Columbia House aince first mentioned to 
mo, llieru appears a great defect in ita leg- 
islation. It seems limited yi terms, and not 
to give as lull (irivileges by e.Ypre."s grant aa 
is eujny(Ml l)y such grant l)y other I'rovincea. 
It sei;ir,s necessary you sliouhl amend your 
legislation, anti invest yours(df with large 
liowers like the tjuebec [legislature. The 
Supremo Court, in tho ease of Landers v. 
Woodworth, 2 S.C.R., 158, decided that 



audi express gii.nt waa neccsaary. My 
opinion still inclines to favor the i'lherent 
powers of tho Legislature to punish con- 
tempt, but tho decision of Supremo Court, 
and cases therein cited, makes it iieeea- 
sary to proceed with caution, and to 
show the adviaability of taking un e.xpreas 
grant of all power. In view of decisions of 
tho highest courts iia to tho plenary jurisdic- 
tion of C^anadian legislatures within their 
constitutional limits, there can bo no doubt 
that it is competent for them to extend or 
limit in any jiarticular tho executive and 
legislative parts of the constitution of a 
province, excejit aa to tho Lieutenant-Oov- 
ernor'a oHice. Umler this power as full 
privilege can he given them aa those pos- 
aoaaed by the Kngliah or Canadian Com- 
mons. (See liourinot'a Parliamentary Pro- 
cedure, first or second edition, chapter four, 
la.st section, which sets forth the present 
constitutional position of provinces)."
